News Editor 
Julian Bond will speak at 8 
tonight in the UTM Fieldhouse 
Bond, a Georgia legislator, has 
been an active participant in the 
“new politics” which is con¬ 
fronting America and will speak 
on “What’s Next.” Admission to 
the lecture is free and is open to 
the public. 

Bond describes the con¬ 
stituents of the “new politics” 
as urban militants, campus 
rebels small farmers, welfare 
people, housewives tired of 
rising prices and high school 
students who want to wear their 
hair more than an inch long. 
“This nation, for these people, 
is likely to fail," he states “as 
long as Saigon holds priority 
over Selma and men on the 
moon over men on the earth.” 

Bond played a conspicicuous 
role at the 1968 Democratic 
National Convention where he 
was a leader of an insurgent 


delegation from Georgia This 
delegation charged that the 
regular delegation lead by 
Lester Maddox excluded blacks 
from significant participation. 

The insurgents won half of the 
42 votes that would have gone to 
the regular delegation, and thus 
helped defeat the unit rule that 
had stifled dissent at 
previous conventions. Also, he 
became 1 the first black ever to 
be nominated for Vice- 
President at a political con¬ 
vention. 

He was a co-founder of the 
Student Nonviolent Coor¬ 
dinating Committee and served 
as its Communications Director 
until 1966. He participated in 
civil rights drives and voter 
registration campaigns in 
several southern states. Bond 
was elected to the Georgia 
legislature in 1965 and was 
finally seated after several Association and the Venture 
court battles in 1966.

“The election itself is not 
being contested,” Tom Brock, 
spokesman for Caruso and 
Crick, said, “We are merely 
trying to establish a procedure 
for how write-in candidates will 
be handled on the ballot in the 
future. There Is a definite legal 
question involved here.” 

Brock said that they are no 
longer contesting the results of 
the election but instead they are

Simmons - the year in review 


Within the next few days, Ron Simmons will be losing out his 
administration as president of the Student Government 
Association. Over the past year that Simmons has held the 
position, much has been said about the SGA in general and 
Simmons in particular. 

Much of the comment has been critical, but unfortunately, 
human nature being what it is, the critical view in many instances 
overshadows the good that a man might do. 

That is not to say that Simmons has not made mistakes. He has. 
And some of his mistakes would border on monumental blunders. 
The most striking case in this instance would be his handling of 
the Reinhard affair. 

Aside from restating the belief that Simmons might have had a 
good idea, but went about it all wrong, to say anything additional 
at this time would be both redundant and superfluous. 

Perhaps Simmons’ greatest failure lies in two areas, coor¬ 
dination of the two legislative bodies and providing adequate 
entertainment. 

Insofar as the House and Senate are concerned, Simmons failed 
to mold the two groups into a viable cohesive political unit with 
one common goal -the student. All too often many good ideas 
became bogged down by factionalism and petty infighting among 
legislative members. Simmons couldhave done much to end this, 
but he didn’t. 'And in failing to do so he gave de facto en¬ 
couragement. 

Simmons can only be blamed indirectly for the lack of en¬ 
tertainment on campus this year. The direct responsibility for 
that rested with Ken Spiceland, SGA vice president. To say that 
Spiceland failed to meet his obligations of office would be 
charitable. 

Simmons could-and should-have prodded Spiceland into doing 
a better job by any means necessary so the interest of the 
majority of students were served By doing nothing to prompt 
proper performance, Simmons in effect endorsed, Spiceland’s 
bumbling. 

The one thing Simmons said he is most proud of as an ac¬ 
complishment of his administration is the inception of the 
“Collegiate Guidepost” a magazine distributed at the beginning 
of the school spotlighting various activities and services available 
to UTM students throughout the area (few though they may be). 

Simmons invested much of his own time in preparing this 
publication for distribution. It serves a needed purpose in that it 
gives the incoming freshman some idea of what they can expect. 
Hopefully, Simmons’ successor will carry on this tradition. 

Another area where Simmons should receive a plus is traffic. 
During his administration, he got additional parking spaces for 
non-commuters, specifically the residents of Atrium and Clement 
Halls. Recently, the lot has been thrown open to all students. 

Granted, he did not solve the problem. But then no one short of a 
mircale worker could solve the parking situation which has 
evolved due to the fact that there are more cars than parking 
spaces on campus. 

Allied with this was the question of where the money for parking 
fines were going last year. Although that question has never been 
satisfactorily answered, and there is still much spectulation as to 
what the real purpose of putting it into the general fund might 
have been, Simmons did manage to get the money earmarked for 
a separate fund, which is to be used for construction of new 
parking lots and improvements for existing ones. 

Simmons can be accused of a lot of things-but the one thing that 
he can't be accused of is being a silent president. He did open lines 
of communications between students and administration in a way 


unequaled. Without a doubt the name Ron Simmons did become a 
household word. 

Other things which Simmons was involved was the support of 
open hours in women’s dormitories, furnishing money to radio 
station WUTM, initiating the concept of a public defender system 
for the students and appointment of a woman as chief justice on 
the Student Court. 

Of all things which can be said about Simmons, one that cer¬ 
tainly will never be said is that he maintained a caretaker form of 
government. He laid the groundwork for a student government 
that just that-a government by and for the students. There is still 
much room for improvements and refinement, but hopefully that 
will come with the future.

Indian policies to be topic 
of History Round Table

Powwows will prevail on 
campus when federal Indian 
policies become the topic of the 
second annual History Round 
Table, May 14-17. 

The program will consist of 
two movies-“A Man Called 
Horse" and “Little Big Man”~ 
luncheons, a banquet, a coffee 
hour, and many sessions with 
two speakers. 

The speakers will be Rev. 
Francis Paul Prucha, S.J., one 
.of the leading authorities on 
Jacksonian Indian policy, and 
Dr. Arthur H. DeRosier Jr., 
professor of history at East 
Tennessee State University. 

“Both of these men are 
leading experts in American 
Indian history, and they've done 
research and published work on 
various periods of Indian 
history,” Dr. Ronald Satz, of the 
History Department, stated. He 
said both men had spoken to 
historical societies and are 
considered excellent speakers. 

Father Prucha is currently 
professor of history at 
Marquette University in 
Milwaukee, Wis. He attended 
Wisconsin State College and the 
University of Minnesota and 
received his Ph.D. from Har¬ 
vard University in 1950. In 1957 
he was ordained a Roman 
Catholic Priest. 

Prucha has written five 
books, edited three, and written 
14 articles, including “Andrew 
Jackson’s Indian Policy: A 
Reassessment” and “New 
Approaches to the Study of the 


“Indian Peace Medals in 
American History,” and this 
year he edited “The Dawes Act 
and the Allotment of Indian 
Lands" by D. S. Otis. 

DeRosier was educated at 
Norwich Free Academy. While 
serving four years in the Air 
Force, he gained two years of 
college at the University of 
Southern Mississippi. He 
graduated with highest honors 
and a Bachelor of Arts degree 
and Ph.D. from the University 
of South Carolina. 

DeRosier has taught at the 
Citadel in Charleston, South 
Carolina; Converse College; 
The University of Southern 
Mississippi; the University of 
Oklahoma ; and East Tennessee 
State University. 

He was director of the NDEA 
Institute in U.S. Economic 
History and the First Director 
of the NDEA Institute for 
Teachers of Indian Children 
while at the University of 
Oklahoma. DeRosier was 
assistant dean of the graduate 
college at the University of 
Oklahoma, 1966-1972. He was 
Director of the Research 
Advisory Council, 1968-1972, at 
East Tennessee State 
University. Currently he is a 
member of the council of 
graduate schools in the United 
States Committee on Instruc¬ 
tion, Co-Executive Director of 
the Appalachian Consortium, 
Inc., and vice-president for 
administration at East Ten¬ 
nessee State University.

An expanded campus health 
service to be installed this fall 
on first floor D of Austin Peay 
dormitory is expected to be 
recommended to the UT Board 
of Trustees during its June 
meeting, Chancellor Larry T. 
McGehee said. 

Presently, the health center is 
open from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
weekdays. An expansion would 
mean a possibility of 24 hour 
nurse care and a doctor three 
hours daily and on call around 
the clock, the chancellor said. 

A five dollar health service 
fee, to be paid at registration 
each quarter, may be charged 
to the students, McGehee 
stated, but this fee is still 
smaller that one office visit to 
Volunteer Hospital, with less 
time spent in a waiting room. 

Also a cutback of on floor 
counselor will be part of the 
arrangement, the chancellor 
claimed.

In a successful escape at¬ 
tempt last Thursday, an 
unidentified burglar allegedly 
jumped from a third floor 
window in Austin Peay Hall 
carrying with him ap¬ 
proximately $200 in stolen 
property.

On the ground outside the 
window, there were footprints 
in the mud and also the suspects 
body imprint where he had 
landed and rolled.

"The 
group had to work under ad¬ 
verse conditions at almost 
every show. Our greatest 
handicap was not being able to 
carry all the equipment with us 
that we usually use.” 


Matheson said homesickness 
was the only disease that 
hampered the group on the tour, 
but it seems everyone caught 
that. The group got mail only 
twice, and many of the letters 
that their folks mailed them 
never arrived. 

During leisure time, the 
group “toured the country, 
partied, and rested,” Matheson 
stated. He said recreational 
activities varied from base to 
base and included body sled¬ 
ding
